All the Councilmtn w fira nresgnt 
last night at a meeting of thaT'W^ 
called for the purpose of protesting 
against the charter amendments. 

By request, Capt Sharp stated the 
amendments to be as follows: A

tho Mayor being the fifth." and 
chairman of the commission to 
selected annually. Payment of head 
tax put oft' until four days before 
election, and only previous year's tax 
required. A registration law. All 
Co::ncilmeu and Aldermen to servj 
without pay. No candidate for any 
office to be a commissioner. 

Mr. Kaufman offered the' follow- 
ing reoolution which, after much dis- 
cussion, was passed by a vote of 10 
to 2, Messrs. "H'ainscott and Muir 
votiug against it: 

Whereas, Our Senators and Repre- 
sentatives have introduced bills in 
the General Assembly of Kentuck> 
to amend our city charter, with the 
full import of which we have not 
been made acquainted except by 
hearssv and indirectly, and 

Whereas, We believe that thip 
Council and the people of this city 
should know what those charter 
amendments are before they are 
passed in the General Assembly of 
Kentucky, and suggest such amend- 
ments as may be needed, and 
not included on those bills before the 
Legislature, 

Resolved, That a committ 
appointed to take such steps 
their opinion may be necessary to lay 
the amendments in question before 
the people before becoming a law, oi 
that they may be notified by the peo- 
ple after their passage, as was done 
with the amendments last passed. 

The ordinance prohibiting coccert 
halls in c rtain limits was then put 
on its last reading and passed unan- 
imously. 

Council then adjourned.

What a Witness in the Hart Case

has been here as a witness in the 
Hart murder case. He states that 
he saw Stivers take dead aim and 
shoot Veal twice. Veal wsb run- 
ning with the crowd that had stam- 
peded when Hart drew bis revolver. 
Stivers must have been a fine shot to 
bit Veal while running in a crowd, 
the firing distance being estimated 
bv Sparks at 30 yards.

Bays, and his impression is that 
when Hart drew, Waller rushed 
toward him to attempt to prevent 
shooting; Hart not knowing the de- 
sign of VValier supposed that he was 
an assailant and shot him. As Veal 
fell he drew bis pistol, and shot 
Hart, his ball glancing over his fo 
head. Sparks says he was at Athens 
visiting a cousin at the time of the 
tragedy, and went to the election. 
He was on the other side of the road 
from the crowd at the timo of 
firing, and bmng in no danger 
the entire transaction^ frnn- b 
ning to end.

CHARTER AMENDMENTS. 



Quiti- an Interest in the Amend' 
ments Manifested. 

About fifty citizens met the Lou- 
isville train last night to see Home 
one with the charter amendments, ae 
passed by the Legislature. No one 
had a copy, and so far a copy can- 
not be had. It is in the hands of the 
Clerk of the Senate, and will, proba- 
bly, be presented to the Governor to- 
day for his signature. It will be the 
law inside of twelve hours frot 
o'clock this morning. Two tbing6 
are well known to be in its provis- 
ions— orte being the increase of 
the Council to twenty members, and 
the other being a Board of twelve 
Aldermen. No ordinance can 
come operative antil it peeses both 
these bodies, and this feature is gen- 
erally commended by onr citizens. 
Aldermen and Councilmen are to 
servejwithout pay. 

Now that this is the law, there 
will have to be a primary for the ad- 
ditional officers, or let there be a free 
fight for them. As there will be c 
money in sight for services there 
not much chance of there being 
rush for the offices named; bnt { 
the bodies of the city government ai 
increased numerically there will be 
greater opportunities for fun. 

The law as to the payment of cap- 
itation tax has been changed so that 
payment may be made up to within 
four days of the election, the pay- 
ment of the current year's capitation 
tax only being required. 

A police and lire commission of 
four citizens and the Mayor is pro- 
vided for, this comrr.i«ien to have ex- 
clusive control of the tv..^ depart- 
ments named, inducing appoint-, 
ments and removals; bon >s will be 
required from polinem.* -• and fire- 

The Mayor's duties are 
tended and his pay incr^r.sed. There 
i number of small changes and 
provisions, of little consequence. 
Council and the Board of Aldermen 
their own presiding officers. 
They also elect the Workhouse 
Keeper and Oity Physician. j

LAST ROLL CALL. 

General Winfield Scott Han- 
cock Obeys the Final 
Summons, 

And Goes to Join the Heroes 
Who Have Gone Hence 
Before Him. 

After a Short and Painful 
Illness, the Brilliant Sol- 
dier Expires. 

A Malignant Carbuncle the 
Cause of His Sudden 
Taking Off. 

THE CAREER OF A VALIANT GENERAL. 

New Yobk, Feb. 9 — (ion. Hancock 
died at 2:58 p. m. Hi/ death Was 
the result of a malignant cirbuacle 
on the back of his neck, which had 
confined him to his bed for several 
days. No serious ularm was felt 
however, until shortly before he ex- 
pired. The news cans-d tb« nro- 
foundest sorrow in commercial aod 
financial circles as well as among the 
business men generally. When the 
sad event was known in the exchanges 
at the Custom Honae flags 
- mediately ordered at ha!'-i 
* badaot I ia»a generally kn< 
(Jen. Haneook was il'. and bis 
death was nucxpeeted. tten. Hau- 
cock was in Washington ui week ago 
aad was obliged to return home with- 
out paying his respects to the Presi- 
dent The carbuncle which caused 
his death made its appearance on the 
General's neck at the base of tho 

The Commercial Advertiser says: 
"Gen. Haocock has bean ailing for 
some time, and had been unable to ac- 
tively attend to bis military duties 
on the Island. He suflered from a 
complication of diseases, but still 
fought against his ailments, until the 
recent development of a carbuncle 
while he was at AVashiogton com- 
pelled him to remain in his house. 
From this attack he did not rally, 
; and his condition has been consider- 
ed precarious for a day or two past. 
His only son died last autumn, and 
.since then he has not bean given 
strength to resist the disease with 
the determination he had previously 
exhibited. When he expired his wife 
was beside him. Upou tho announce 
ment of his death the flag at his 
headquarters W££ displayed at half 
mast, andSf^egraphic di»p-itchea 
were sent to the army stations in the 
harbor, tho army building at Hous- 
,ton and Greon sr,ro;>ts, and the Navy 
j aid, as well as at Washington and 
.other places. Gen. Hancock's con- 
dition had been the source of much 
anxiety to the ..officers and men of his 
department since the beginning of 
of the year." 

In the second-story front room, 
furnished with soldier-like simplicity, 
lay the remains of the General, who, 
as the guards remarked, led his 
troops to more battles rhau any of 
his military contemporaries. While 
1b Washington a boil developed it- 
self on the back of his neck. It was 
ianced January 30;h, and as the 
General was troubled much by its 
^presence, returned to New York sev- 
eral days sooner than designed. Dur- 
ing the first week in February the 
boil developed into a malignant car- 
buncle,- which constantly prevented 
rest or sleep. Dr. Janeway call- 
ed in consultation with Dr. Suther- 
land, of the Medical Directory De- 
partment, and Dr D. M. Stimson, of 
New X.*k. Tne medical men con 
eluded tho case wa9 assuming a very 
serious form on Monday. At ten 
o'clock Monday night, before going 
awav, Dr. Janeway found the patient 
in good spirits, and could ably assist 
bimsnlf, and left him apparently im- 
proved. At 6:45 this morning Mrs. 
Hancock dispatched an orderly for 
Dr. Janeway, as the General was 
sinking rapidly. The doctor c 
Bpeedily, and found the General 
comatose state, with feeble pulse and

Winfield Scott Hancock was born 
in Montgomery county, Pennsyl- 
vania, February 14, 1824. He grad- 
uated at West Point in 1844, served 
ly on frontier duty till 1848, and 
afterward in the war with Mexico. 
He was brevetted as first lieutenant 
for gallant and meritorious conduct 
in the battles of Contreras and Chnr- 
ubnsco. From 1848 to 1858 he was 
again on frontier duty in various 
parts, and from 1859 to 1801 was 
quartermaster of the southern dis- 
trict of California. At the breaking 
out of the civil war he was re-called 
to Washington, and was m ide briga- 
dier general of volunteers, Sept. 23, 
1861. During the peninsular cam- 
paign he was especially conspicuous 
at the battles of Williamsburg and 
Frazer's Farm. He took an acti 
part in the subsequent campaign 
Maryland, at the battles of South 
Mountain and Antietam. Having 
been made major general, he com- 
manded a division at Fredericksburg 
and Chancellorsville, On July 1, 
1863. the first day of the battle of 
Gettyt-burg, he was sent by General

Under 
this provision we hope to see some of 
our Best citizens offer for election to 
the Board of Aldermen and Council 
We might mention such gentlemer 
as Thos.
